Plot: Nagisa Kasumi (the granddaughter of Nagisa Kanou, the heroine of "Fight! Iczer One") has 
a job as a delivery girl and makes her deliveries with a girl named Kawai on a base in the Moon. 
The two encounter a new race of alien villains, but are saved by lczer-3! While lczer-1 recovers 
from her long battle against Big Gold's legacy and self-proclaimed successor, Neos Gold, Sister 
Grey sends young lczer-3 to Earth, and the child turns out to be the best hope against the new 
threat.

Premise: Judy Abbott is an orphan who has been given the opportunity to study at the prestigious Lincoln 
Memorial High School by a mysterious benefactor whom she only knows as "John Smith". She has only seen his 
shadow once, and because of his long legs, she calls him "Daddy Long Legs". The only payment she is to give her 
benefactor is that she write him letters every month, with no expectation of them being responded to. 

The anime covers three years of Judy's life, starting with her leaving the John Grier Home orphanage, and ending 
with her finishing high school.

Series: Nadia: The Secret of Blue Water (Series - 39 episodes) 

Plot: Set in an alternate universe 1889, the series centers on Nadia, a 14-year-old girl of unknown origins, and Jean, 
a young, warm-hearted French inventor. Early in the story, the two protagonists are chased by Grandis Granva, 
Sanson, and Hanson, a group of jewel thieves who pursue Nadia for the blue jeweled pendant she possesses. After 
being rescued by Captain Nemo and his submarine, the Nautilus, the jewel thieves and the young protagonists join 
forces and participate in the struggle against the Neo-Atlantean forces, who seek to dominate the world. 

In the process, Nadia and Jean save the world from violent domination by the Neo-Atlantean forces led by 
Gargoyle, explore worldly mysteries and the powers of the blue pendant, uncover Nadia's hidden family ties, and 
ultimately discover the secret origins of Nadia.

Series: New Dream Hunter Rem (OVA - 2 episodes) 

Plot: Rem Ayanokoji is a "dream hunter," a person capable of entering the dreams of sleeping people 
and fighting the demons causing nightmares. The stories have their base in supernatural and standard 
horror, with action scenes and mystery thrown in. 

Characters: Rem Ayanokoji: While appearing to be a typical junior high school age girl, Rem's age is 
unclear and her family situation unknown, and she never discusses these matters. Rem has the psychic 
ability to enter the dreams of other individuals. She is a descendant of a long line of people with the 
ability to be "Dream Guardians," those who hunt down the demons who try to steal the life force of 
humans by invading their dreams. She makes her living as a private detective investigating supernatural 
matters. Her headquarters, the Ayanokoji Detective Agency, is located on a side street off Aoyama in 
Tokyo. As her investigations are limited to supernatural and bizarre phenomenon, her advertising is 
limited to word of mouth from grateful clients. 





































Series: Record of Lodoss War (OVA -13 episodes) 

Plot: Record of Lodoss War recounts the adventures of a youth by the name of Parn, the son of a 
dishonored knight. Part of his motivation for adventuring is to find out what happened to his father, and 
to restore his family's honor. Despite his inexperience, Parn is considered the leader, who is 
accompanied by his childhood best friend Etoh, his friend and sometimes advisor Slayn (and later by 
Slayn's lover Leylia), and his newfound mentor Ghim. They are accompanied by Parn's romantic interest, 
the high elf Deedlit, who comes from the Forest of No Return seeking an answer to her people's 
isolationism and an end to what she sees as a slow march to extinction; and a thief named Woodchuck. 
Throughout the series, Parn comes into contact with friends and foes alike. His allies include King 
Kashue, King Fahn, Shiris, and Orson; his enemies include Emperor Beld, Ashram, and the evil 
necromancer Wagnard.

Series: Sol Bianca (OVA - 2 episodes (1990), (remake w/6 episode (1999)) 

About/Plot: Sol Bianca ( V /V fcfX XX Sorubianka) is a two-volume original video animation (OVA) anime series 
released in 1990 and 1991 by director Katsuhito Akiyama in association with AIC. Sol Bianca: The Legacy is a 
remake of this series. 

The name of the OVA is also the name of the ship that serves as both the home and the interstellar headquarters 
for an all-female band of notorious pirates. Thanks to a stowaway who hides himself aboard their ship following 
one of their raids, they learn of the ultimate treasure: the Gnosis (pronounced "G'Nohsis" in dialogue), an artifact 
reputedly from old Earth itself. 

Unfortunately for them, the Gnosis happens to be in the hands of Emperor Batros, the brutal ruler of the planet 
Tres (pronounced "trez" in dialogue) who is executing great numbers of enemies, real or speculated, as a result of 
his military occupation of the neighboring planet Uno. Armed with a little luck, a sniper gun that can shoot from 
orbit, and a technologically advanced ship, the crew of the Sol Bianca are about to make a run for the greatest 
prize of all.

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Series: 3x3 Eyes (OVA - 4 episodes (1991)), later OVA - 3 episodes (1995)) 

Plot: 3x3 Eyes follows the adventures of Pai, the last remaining Sanjiyan Unkara frSOfi lit. triclops), and 

her new Wu (Chinese reading of 3d; an immortal companion), Yakumo, as they desperately try to find a way to 
make Pai human so that she can forget her troubled past. Pai travelled to Tokyo searching for the artifact, but 
shortly after she arrived, a thief snatched her backpack and cane from her. A teenage lad, Yakumo, tackled the 
crook and managed to get the pack back for her, though the thief escaped with the cane. Yakumo took her to his 
work, where Pai was able to get cleaned up, and where she discovered that he was the son of Professor Fujii, an 
archaeologist she had met in Tibet four years prior. The Professor had been researching the legends of the 
Sanjiyans and had befriended her and offered to help her find the Ningen, only to fall ill and die. Pai had his last 
letter to his son in her backpack, which asked Yakumo to help Pai with her quest. Although he didn't believe his 
father's tales of Pai being a monster, he agreed to assist her. (more here -

Series: Bubblegum Crash: Total Crash (OVA - 3 episodes (1991)), First OVA - Bubblegum Crisis (OVA - 8 
episodes (1987)) 


Plot: Set in 2034, and the Knight Sabers seem to be finished; each of its members - except Nene - have 
seemingly drifted off to pursue their own goals. But at the same time, parts of a unique artificial 
intelligence are stolen by several villains acting under the orders of a mysterious voice. Unexpectedly, 
Sylia resurfaces and prepares her teammates for battle. And as a gigantic machine drills its way to Mega 
Tokyo's main nuclear power plant, they meet again with an old and deadly enemy. 


Characters: Sylia Stingray, Priss Asagiri, Linna Yamazaki & Nene Romanova - The Knight Sabers are a 
mercenary team of four young women. To enhance their natural abilities, they each wear a Hard Suit - 
each of them specialized in its equipment and performance according to the respective wearer's field 
combat role. They were recruited by Sylia Stingray to battle the corrupt Genom corporation that 
dominates their home city of Mega Tokyo and which was responsible for her father's death. In order to 
finance their activities, the Knight Sabers also accept paying jobs as bodyguards or mercenaries. Their 
main activity is fighting out-of-control boomers, half biological/half-mechanical robots built by Genom.

Series: Burn Up! (OVA - 50 minutes (1991)), Others were released in later years. 

Plot: Police Officers Maki, Reimi and Yuka are stuck on traffic patrol when they would prefer to be 
involved in more "exciting" police duties. All that changes when they join in a police chase after a 
kidnapped girl. As a result, they become involved in the case of a white slave organization run by the 
politically connected businessman Samuel McCoy. 

While going to the aid of another girl, Yuka is then kidnapped by McCoy's men. Frustrated at the 
inaction by the Police Department to prosecute McCoy and rescue Yuka, Maki and Reimi take what they 
need from the police armory, including police assault carrier, and go to her rescue creating mayhem in 
their wake.

Series: Capricorn (OVA - 45 minutes) 

About: The story mostly takes place on an Earthlike world, an other-dimensional planet from which the 
Earth (the "Capricorn" of the title) can occasionally be glimpsed in the sky. The planet's inhabitants, 
ruled by a decadent king, are almost all intelligent, anthropomorphic animals; one exception is the 
human-looking Mona, a young and adventurous woman. Mona's scholarly friend, an elderly 
anthropomorphic mouse, becomes caught up in a conspiracy to replace the monarchy with a military 
dictatorship. Against this backdrop, two young Japanese suddenly materialise on the planet: the high- 
school student Taku Shimamura and his sister Tamaki.

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Series: Magical Princess Minky Momo (2nd Anime - 65 episodes (1991)) 


Plot: The second series follows a similar story structure to the first, but stars a new cast. This Momo 
came from "Marinarsa" (^ V Marinasa), the "land of dreams in the bottom of the sea." She's 

accompanied by Cookbook (dog), Lupipi (bird), and Charmo (monkey) and enjoyed a happy life on the 
ground. Similar to the previous series, she is adopted by a young childless couple who became her 
parents on the ground and she used her magic to bring happiness to many people. 


Later on, Momo and her family become refugees. She understands that people have few hopes and 
dreams now. She eventually meets the Momo character from the first series and ultimately decides to 
save all the remaining hopes and dreams, using her magic against many social issues. Despite her 
efforts, all magic and fairy tale characters begin to disappear. The King and Queen of Marinasa decide to 
escape from the Earth. Momo stays behind to fulfill her parents' dream of having a child, believing that 
hopes and dreams are never really lost.

Series: Mermaid Saga (manga name) - OVA (Mermaid's Forest) 1991, OVA (Mermaid's Scar) 1993, Series 
(Mermaid's Forest) 2003 


About: Mermaid Saga (Japanese: V X Hepburn: Ningyo ShirTzu) is a series of manga graphic novels in 

three volumes by Rumiko Takahashi. Two of the stories from the series, Mermaid's Forest and Mermaid's Scar, 
have been adapted as anime OVAs, and all of the tales, except one, were later produced as an anime television 
series. 


Plot: According to an ancient Japanese legend, mermaid flesh may grant immortality if eaten. However, there is a 
much greater chance that consumption will lead to death or transformation into a damned creature known as a 
Lost Soul (or Deformed Ones in the English dub). Mermaid Saga tells the tale of Yuta, an immortal who has been 
alive for five hundred years. Throughout the series, he wanders across Japan searching for a cure and meets others 
whose lives have also been ruined by mermaid flesh.

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Series: Urusei Yatsura (OVA 4 - Date with a Spirit & Terror of Girly-Eyes Measles) 


Lum Invader: Lum is the female protagonist of the series. She is a beautiful Oni alien who is capable of flying and 
generating electrical shocks and even lightning (resembling the thunder oni Raijin; one time Ataru dreamed of Lum 
wearing the same drums on her back as Raijin). She is extremely popular and is famous for ending her sentences 
with ~daccha (loosely translated as "yes?" or "you know?"). Except when in her schoolgirl uniform, human-style 
street clothes (consisting of jeans, sneakers, and a tee-shirt with a jacket), or a swimsuit, she usually wears her 
standard outfit consisting of a tiger-striped bikini and knee-high go-go boots (of which she has only one). 


While generally good-natured, sweet, faithful, and innocent, Lum also has a very hot temper. Her dream in life is to 
live in a "Sweet Home with Darling", in which she keeps house and raises the children, while Ataru, her "Darling", 
works a job. Unfortunately, this plan has some problems, such as how Lum's idea of "cooking" is to take very spicy 
ingredients like jalapenos, cayenne peppers, and Tabasco sauce and irradiate them with an alien energy bazooka 
until they carbonize into inedible, crystallized nuggets (although it doesn't seem to bother all non-earth-based life). 
As an alien she has access to many bizarre gadgets whose use she doesn't always understand completely, leading 
to comic results. 
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Series: All Purpose Cultural Cat Girl Nuku Nuku (OVA - 6 epiosodes) 

Plot: The plot generally focuses on the custody battle for Ryunosuke and the attempts by Akiko and 
Mishima Heavy Industries to reclaim Nuku Nuku's body, which often involves amusingly larger-than-life 
battles between Nuku Nuku and military hardware produced by Mishima Heavy Industries. 

Two episodes also deal with a one-sided war between Nuku Nuku and another android named Eimi, 
who suffers from an over-the-top inferiority complex and envies Nuku Nuku's more stable design. As it 
stands, Eimi was made after her and seeks to transfer her programming into Nuku Nuku to ditch her 
own body, which Akiko calls "a piece of junk." In spite of Eimi being more emotionally unstable than 
Nuku Nuku, both their fights end in a draw.

Series: Bastard!! (OVA - 6 episodes) 

Overview: In Bastard!!, the Kingdom of Meta-Licana is attacked by the Four Lords of Havoc. This prompts the high 
priest to ask his daughter to awaken Dark Schneider, a wizard and former leader of the Riders, from within the 
body of 14-year-old Luche Renren. 

Bastard M's history is about sorcery, revenge, and other power struggles in a Dungeons & Dragons-like world. It is a 
dystopian world, where people need magic to survive against wild beasts, and evil monsters. There are four 
kingdoms, each one the protector of one of the four seals that keep the God of Destruction in stasis. 

While the first half of the manga follows most a theme similar to Dungeons & Dragons scenarios, it later also 
focuses on aspects such as beliefs, morals and religions.

Series: Hime-chan's Ribbon (Series - 61 episodes) 

Plot: The story is about Himeko Nonohara (SJ^Jf^SS-F* Nonohara Himeko), also known as Hime-chan (®t>^ Ay), 
an aloof, childlike, yet boasty fourteen-year-old girl who frets over the fact that she is the biggest tomboy in the 
school. Himeko would like nothing more than to be a proper, feminine young lady, like her older sister Aiko, so 
that she could approach her secret crush, Hasekura. 

One night, Himeko is unexpectedly approached by a girl, who is a near-mirror image of herself, floating outside of 
her bedroom window. She discovers that the girl is Princess Erika of the Magical Kingdom. Erika explains that 
people in the Magical Kingdom have an exact counterpart in the Human World and that, in order to prove herself 
worthy as a princess, she must give Himeko a magical item that she has created. Himeko is allowed the use of this 
item, a red hair ribbon, for one year to determine whether it is useful, and consequently, if Erika will inherit the 
crown. 

The ribbon allows Himeko to transform into anyone in the Human World for one hour. If Himeko is unable to recite 
the magic incantation in reverse before the hour is up, she will be trapped in that person's form for the rest of her 
life. She is unable to reveal the secret of the ribbon and the existence of the Magical Kingdom to anyone. If she 
does, her memory will be erased as punishment. Assisting her with this is her stuffed lion, Pokota, whom the 
ribbon brought to life. Erika will watch her in the Magic Kingdom through her crystal ball for one year, at which 
point the ribbon will be returned.

Series: Iron Virgin Jun (OVA) 

Plot: Iron Virgin Jun is a bawdy comedy based on the physical prowess of the title character Jun Asuka, a 
beautiful maiden with an unusually muscular body and physical strength. Exploits constantly see 
prestigious family males trying to take Jun's virginity and buy into the Asuka estate. 

Note: The OVA series was also released in the US. While the manga has many erotic situations and it is 
fairly close to a pornographic manga, the anime drops most of them to become more accessible for a 
broader audience.

Series: K.O. Beast (Japan - K.O. Century Beast Warriors) - OVA (7 episodes) 


Story: The series is set in the distant future in which the Earth is split in two. The southern hemisphere is 
placed in another dimension while the inhabitants of the northern hemisphere are able to morph into 
beast-like humanoids. Eventually the humans of the southern hemisphere, led by Uranus, attack the 
Beasts. 


The Three Beasts, Wan Derbard (Wan Dabadadatta) of the Tiger Tribe, Bud Mint (Baado Mint) of the 
Bird Tribe, and Mei Mer (Mei Mah) of the Mermaid Tribe, are taken prisoner along with Mei Mer's 
companion Tuttle Millen (Mekka Mannen, also of the Mermaid tribe), but manage to escape thanks to a 
little girl named Yuuni Charm Password. Together they seek Gaia, which they believe to be a fabulous 
treasure, but they are pursued by Uranus's minions : V-Darn the vicious mage-knight, V-Sion the warrior 
woman and Akumako, V-Darn's sadistic imp-like partner.

Series: Sailor Moon (Pretty Soldier Sailor Moon), (Pretty Guardian Sailor Moon) - TV Series (200 
episodes) 


Plot: In Minato, Tokyo, a middle-school student named Usagi Tsukino befriends Luna, a talking black cat 
who gives her a magical brooch enabling her to become Sailor Moon: a soldier destined to save Earth 
from the forces of evil. Luna and Usagi assemble a team of fellow Sailor Soldiers to find their princess 
and the Silver Crystal. They encounter the studious Ami Mizuno, who awakens as Sailor Mercury; Rei 
Hino, a local shrine maiden who awakens as Sailor Mars; Makoto Kino, a tall transfer student who 
awakens as Sailor Jupiter; and Minako Aino, a young aspiring idol who awakens as Sailor Venus, 
accompanied by her talking feline companion Artemis. Additionally, they encounter Mamoru Chiba, a 
high-school student who assists them on occasion as Tuxedo Mask, (more info -

Gally/Alita: Alita, known in Japan as Gaily (// V A Garyi), is the main protagonist. She is known for her 
fighting prowess as a practitioner of the powerful cyborg martial art Panzer Kunst and skill at the most 
popular sport in The Scrapyard, motorball. Alita is occasionally referred to as "octopus lips" due to her 
pouty expression. Alita's background and history were briefly hinted at, but were not fully explored until 
Last Order, which reveals that she was highly instrumental in creating the world within which both

Series: Casshan - Robot Hunter (OVA - 4 episodes) 

Premise: Enslaved by an army of rebellious super-robots originally designed to help civilization avert a 
complete ecological cataclysm, mankind's only hope is Casshan, a legendary hero who wages a solitary 
war to defeat the NEOROIDS and restore the Earth to its rightful order. Casshan's father is the scientist 
who engineered the race of super androids now threatening to destroy all of mankind. On a crusade to 
save humankind and clear his father's name, Casshan must sacrifice his own humanity in order to attain 
the powers he needs. Haunted by the memories of his murdered mother and forced to deal with a super 
robot that has absorbed the consciousness of his father, Casshan must put aside his own emotions and 
fight to preserve the survival of the human race.

Plot: Mink was born to a man who used to be a skilled swordsman and a female imperial red dragon. At age 
fifteen, she falls in love with a singer named Dick Saucer; but because he is also a dragonslayer, she has no choice 
but to get a potion that can change her into a pure human. She can only get the potion, however, if she can slay 
the most powerful Demon Lord in the land, Azetodeth, and go to his palace known as the Demon King's island. Not 
only does she have to reconstruct the Gourd of the Saints, an item that can seal Azetodeth, she also has to be 
aware of Princess Vina, her rival for Saucer's affections. Mink is aided by her friends Lufa, Pia, and a fairy mouse 
named Mappy on her quest. 

After a number of adventures, mainly a conflict with a vampire and her four handmaidens and discovering Dick

And now, as their "game" begins to 
unravel, the kids must strive to come to terms with what happened in their past lives, as they struggle to prevent 
their past incarnations' rivalries, jealousies, and dubious actions from taking over their new ones.

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Series: The Kindaichi Case Files (Series - 148 episodes, 2 TV Specials (2007)) 


Overview: Kindaichi mysteries are whodunnit stories featuring (usually multiple) gruesome murders, 
often with a supernatural tinge. They are typically of the style of John Dickson Carr, and frequently 
feature a locked room mystery[6] or other seemingly "impossible" crimes, such as a murder occurring 
when all surviving suspects have (apparently) airtight alibis. 


A notable distinction of The Kindaichi Case Files is that the killers are not depicted as psychopathic 
murderers and the murders are never committed for financial reasons alone. The identified killers all 
have deep rooted problems, often involving great emotional trauma through the greed or 
thoughtlessness of others, as their reasons for committing the murder(s). Thus the killers are often 
portrayed as sympathetic figures, as opposed to cold, calculating killers in some other mystery series.

Series: Brain Powerd (Series - 26 episodes) 


Plot: Brain Powerd is set in a future time in which Earth has been afflicted by earthquakes and floods. The source 
of this is a traced to a gargantuan, alien spacecraft dubbed "Orphan", which sits deep beneath the Pacific Ocean. 
Scientists Kensaku Isami and Midori Isami work within Orphan in order to uncover its vast knowledge, reach the 
Earth's surface with the craft, and travel the galaxy, resulting in the annihilation of all lifeforms on Earth.

Plot: In 2071, roughly fifty years after an accident with a hyperspace gateway made the Earth almost 
uninhabitable, humanity has colonized most of the rocky planets and moons of the Solar System. Amid a 
rising crime rate, the Inter Solar System Police (ISSP) set up a legalized contract system, in which 
registered bounty hunters (also referred to as "Cowboys") chase criminals and bring them in alive in 
return for a reward. The series' protagonists are bounty hunters working from the spaceship Bebop. The 
original crew are Spike Spiegel, an exiled former hitman of the criminal Red Dragon Syndicate, and his 
partner Jet Black, a former ISSP officer. They are later joined by Faye Valentine, an amnesiac con artist; 
Edward Wong, an eccentric girl skilled in hacking; and Ein, a genetically-engineered Pembroke Welsh 
Corgi with human-like intelligence.

Plot: In Slayers, it was mentioned that the main characters of that series live on a world that is one of the four 
created by the mother of all creation, called the Lord of Nightmares. This world was known as the Red World. Lost 
Universe, however, takes place in a different world, known as the Black World. Whereas the demi gods of the 
various worlds such as Ruby-Eye Shabranigdo and Dark Star Dugradigdo had physical presence in that world, they 
appear in the Black World as "Lost Ships", intelligent space ships of unknown origin that have powerful or 
somewhat divine powers with more advanced technology than any other device in the universe.
